Examined 


Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert said 
Wednesday that the decision to close the 
Bancroft school for the rest of the week 
was based on the impending storm as well 
as allowing a structural engineer to render 
a second opinion on the soundness of the 
building. 

One engineer had already looked at the 
building, but a second opinion is being 
sought and a thorough examination will be 
made the next two days.

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Schubert’s ‘Unknown’ 
Symphony To Be Presented 


A rare experience that will be afforded 
to music lovers of the New England area 
is in preparation. 

The Merrimack Valley Philharmonic 
Orchestra under the baton of Nichoilas 
Van Slyck, the society’s conductor and 
music director, has begun rehearsals of 
Franz Schubert’s 7th Symphony in E Ma- 
jor for presentation at its third series con- 
cert in March. 

This little known work may rightfully be 
called the ‘‘unknown’’ symphony 
preceding its neighbor the famous 8th in B 
Minor Symphony which has been known 
through the years as the ‘‘Unfinished.”’ 
Actually, the 8th Symphony was not un- 
finished. It is an entity unto itself, though 
completed in two rather than the classical 
three or four movements. Schubert was 
still alive as he completed it and then went 
on to compose the ‘‘Great’’ 9th Symphony 
while the 7th lay in outline form only and 
in limbo. 

The work to be performed then may be 
said to be the true ‘‘unfinished’’ symphony 
since the composer died in 1856 leaving it 
in only completely detailed outline form, 
unorchestrated. After Schubert’s death, 
Felix Mendelssohn came into possession 
of the work and realizing its strength and 
merit ventured to complete the symphony. 
However, Mendelssohn died before ac- 
complishing the task he had set for 
himself. Johannes Brahms also pondered 
completing the 7th but never got around to 
it. Eventually the uncompleted score 
found its way into the Royal College of 
Music in London in its annotated form. It 
lay there until Sir George Grove con- 
vinced an English composer, John Francis 
Barnett, to orchestrate the piece. 
Barnette’s version was heard in London in 
1883 and was performed in New York the 
following November. 

At this point in the back and forth 
history of the Schubert, Felix 
Weingartner, the distinguished and inter- 
nationally known conductor, took the opus 
and orchestrated it in the early 1930s. He 
proved ideally equipped for the task. 

The Schubert-Weingartner version 
which will be heard in March was first 
performed in Vienna in December 1934. Its 
American debut was made the following 
November when Fabien Sevitzky con- 
ducted the People’s Symphony Orchestra 
in a reading at Jordan Hall in Boston. The 
Symphony was later aired by the CBS 
Symphony Orchestra in the late 1940s but 
little has been heard of this outstanding 
work since. 

The Merrimack Valley Philharmonic’s 
revival of the music, after its long dor- 
mant stage, makes the upcoming concert

Selectmen 


Selectmen this week issued a statement 
on the town’s 1979-’80 fiscal year budget to 
the Finance Committee and residents, in- 
dicating a desire for no tax increases. 


The final draft approved this week on 
the property tax and fiscal year budget 
notes that the selectmen have jurisdiction 
over only 40 per cent of the town’s budget. 


Also the board said that the policies 
adopted and aimed at tax rate curbs, are 
dependent on action at the state level 
which would permit the town to follow the 
course set. Andover, like all other com- 
munities, is awaiting legislative action 
with regard to tax cap, or some form of 
limits being placed on what local 
governments may do in the next fiscal 
year. 

The statement: 

“The Andover Board of Selectmen 
wishes to make a general statement to the 
Finance Committee and other citizens of 
the town as to its present position relative 
to property taxes for fiscal year 1980. The

Board, therefore, proposes that there be 
no increase in property taxes, except in in- 
dividual cases, resulting from increased 
valuation of property (additions or im- 
provements) or because of revaluation. 
We believe this can be accomplished 
through the following means: 

1. No new services will be proposed by 
the Selectmen. 

2. No pay increases will be approved 
beyond the 7% guideline established by the 
Federal Government. 

3. Three alternative budgets are to be 
prepared: (1) representing the normal 
needs of each town department and agen- 

cy; (2) representing the same total dollar 
expenditure as for 1979; and (3) represen- 
ting a 10% reduction in expenditure under 
the 1979 budget. 

4. It has been the standard practice for 


as concerns the School Department budget 
is at present an unknown. Nor do we have 
any certainty as to the state aid likely to 
be forthcoming for 1980 which for fiscal 
year 1979 amounted to some 6.7 million 
dollars. Nor can we overlook the per- 
nicious effects of inflation, now running at 
a 7% to 10% annual rate. This means that 
at the municipal level the effects of the 
continually depreciating value of the 
dollar and the resulting increase in the 
cost of substantially everything is beyond 
the control of local officials.

the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Town Manager to review 
closely all budgets in order to eliminate 
any unneeded expenditures, and this prac- 
tice will be continued with a view to con- 
centrating on those expenditures essential 
to the efficient functioning of the various 
departments and agencies. The steps 
already taken by the Town Manager in 
reorganizing and regrouping certain of 
these departments and agencies are ex- 
pected to bring about greater operating ef- 
ficiency through the improvement of 
management techniques. 

5. An analysis will be made of the fee 
schedules of all income-producing 
departments and agencies to determine 
where increases in fees should be made. 

6. A review will be made of unexpended 
balances in special articles from previous 
Town Meetings with a view toward 
transferring them to the Free Cash ac- 
count. 

7. Continued efforts will be made to at- 
tract light industries to Andover with a 
view toward broadening the tax base 
without a corresponding increase in ser- 
vices. 

‘The Board of Selectmen is hopeful that 
the developments at the state level will 
permit Andover’s municipal government 
to be guided by the foregoing policies. It 
should be emphasized that there is not at 
this time any assurance of that. At the 
same time, it should also be emphasized 
that the Selectmen only have jurisdiction 
over that part of the town budget, roughly 
40%, which is exclusive of the School 
Department.

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Atty. Irving L. Newman 
Dies In Car Crash 


Funeral services for Irving L. Newman, 
64, a prominent Andover attorney who 
died in an automobile accident Friday 
were held Sunday at Temple Emanuel. 


Attorney Newman was fatally injured 
after he swerved his car to avoid another 
on Route 128 in Lexington and was struck 
broadside by a tractor trailer. State police 
said his car spun on the slick highway 
before colliding with the truck. He died at 
Waltham Hospital two hours after the 6:05 
p.m. accident. 

Born in New York, he came to 
Massachusetts as a young man. He was a 
graduate of the Boston Latin School, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
Boston College Law School. 

A practicing attorney in Andover and 
Lawrence, he was active in civic affairs in 
Greater Lawrence and was a frequent 
speaker and lecturer at local institutions. 

Attorney Newman was a past president 
of the C.J.P. Young Adults and was a 
member of the College Club and the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, and 
Congregation Temple Emanuel. 

Newman was active in Andover town 
government and ran twice unsuccessfully 
for a school committee seat. He was inthe 
lead in pushing for the revamp of the state 
court system which culminated last year 
in passage of a major court reform bill. 

In 1974 and 1975 he authored a petition 


for a warrant article for the Andover town 
meeting which would have expanded the 
size of the school committee and reduced 
the terms of members. 

In 1972, Newman proposed changing An- 
dover government to a representative 
town meeting and increasing the number 
of selectmen in an attempt to reduce the 
powers of the town manager. ‘‘We have to 
get rid of the great white father complex 


and return to democracy,” he said at the 


time. 

Newman had practiced law on Essex 
Street in Lawrence since 1964, but began 
his career as a design engineer on the Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. atomic project during World 
War II as a developmental engineer work- 
ing with experimental radar. 

In the postwar years, Newman became 
a consultant management engineer and as 
a lawyer was considered a specialist in 
government procurement and construc- 
tion. 

He leaves his wife, Harriett (Wolfson) 
Newman; a son Marc, of Rock Hill, Conn; 
a daughter, Carol of Cambridge; his 
mother, Mrs. Rose Newman of Brookline; 
and two brothers, Milton Newman of 
Miami, Fla. and David Newman of 
Needham. 

Rabbi Earl Grollman, of Temple Beth- 
El of Belmont officiated at the services. 
Burial was in Temple Israel Cemetery, 
Wakefield.

Being the father of two daughters, one of 
whom is ten years old, and having been a 
high school athlete, of sorts, the idea of 
coaching her newly formed fifth grade 
basketball team seemed attractive to me. 
Not only could I try out something new for 
me but also, and more importantly, I 
could spend some additional time with my 
young daughter and see her develop in a 
competitive environment. 


Since the games were to be played on 
Saturday mornings and the season lasted 
only six weeks the investment in time was 
reasonable and my out of pocket expenses 
were minimal. : 

At our first practice I reported in proper 
attire and with whistle. My ten superstars- 
to-be were there eager and infused with 
the notion of an instant championship. 
While they seemed reasonably well coor- 
dinated, none had ever played on an 
organized team before. Nevertheless I 
was impressed with the depth of their 
questions: ‘‘Will there be a team party at 
the end of the season?”’ — ‘‘Will my name 
be in the paper if I score a point?” — 
“Does anyone keep track of all the fouls?”’ 
These far-reaching questions assured me 
that my players definitely intended to put 
first things first. 

The season began quickly — the day 
following the first practice. Our game op- 
ponent seemed to have players who were a 
bit larger than ours, but maybe that was 
because they were dressed in red which 
always seemed to be an intimidating color 
in a sporting contest. 

The teams tapped off and by tean began 
playing beyond my expectations, but ob- 
viously not theirs. The play was rapid and 
the ball went up and down the court with 
the regularity of a normal game. Although 
the crowd was small the noise and 
vibrations certainly would have pleased 
any ERA supporterr. 

By the end of the first half each of our 
players had played at least eight minutes 
and had distinguished herself by showing 
instinctive talent to confuse the other 
team. By coincidence the other team had 
done the same to us. After two full 
quarters of assertive play the score was 
knotted at zero-zero. 

At halftime I exhorted the girls on to 
greater achievements while at the same 
time gave due recognition to the un- 
believable achievement of holding the 
other team scoreless during the entire 
first half of a basketball game. Perhaps 
the other coach was giving the same 
speech. 

In any event, the two teams returned to 
the floor to begin the second half. As they

There will be only one polling place — 
Andover High school — for the annual 
town election March 26. The single loca- 
tion will continue through 1980 elections. 


The decision is expected to be made 
Monday night by the selectmen, meeting 
in regular session.

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Voters To Have Options 
On Total School Project 


An advisory article seeking opinion of 
townspeople on the total school building 
project, will be drawn up for inclusion in 
the annual town meeting warrant. 


The article will be drawn up jointly by 
school building committee and school 
committee members, and will probably be 
ready for consideration by the latter board 
at its meeting next Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Stowe school. 


School board members Tuesday night, 
after adopting educational specifications 
for the total project, decided that the town 
should be presented the options at the 
April town meeting, to authorize planning 
for whatever may be decided. 


Committeeman Joseph A. Finn said he 
felt the advisory was necessary in view of 
the increased cost in the total project. He 
noted that the town was advised last April 
at town meeting, when planning funds 
were provided, that the total project cost 
was estimated at $10 million. Now the 
figure is somewhere in the vicinity of $12- 
$13 million. 


Finn said he did not feel the town gave a 
mandate in approving the $10 million arti- 
cle last year and that the school depart- 
ment had an obligation to present options 
to them once again this year. 


He moved that an article be drawn up 
seeking advisory opinion on 1) a new or 
renovated East Junior High school; 2) ad- 
dition and renovation at West Junior High; 
3) addition and renovation at the high 
schoo! and 4) construction of an 
auditorium-classroom building at the high 
school. 


Finn and Elaine Viehmann will repre- 
sent the school committee in meeting with 
the school building committee to compose 
the article. 


Ed. Specs 
Adopted 
Leading up to the decision on the town 
meeting article, the committee reviewed 
and adopted the educational specifications 
for the various phases of the project. 


In the process, four tennis courts were 
dropped from the original 10 requested by 
the administration for East Junior High, 
and the size of the high school addition was 
questioned by Chairman David R. Ahouse. 


Whether East Junior High is renovated 
or built anew, it will require 83,404 square 
feet, which includes a 7,250 square foot 
auditorium. The auditorium size is based 
on the square footage required per pupil 
by the State School Building Assistance 
Bureau. 


Should a new school be built on a site 
other than the present East area, 413,500 
Square feet of playfields will be required, 
according to the specifications. Included 
in that area are six tennis courts. 


Originally the administration had re- 
quested 10 courts at an estimated cost of 
$7,000 each. But, Elaine Viehmann ob- 
jected to the number, feeling that four 
would be sufficient. She noted that there 
aren't 10 courts at the high school or West 
Junior High. 


Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert ad- 
vised that all of the tennis courts are now 
on one side of town, and felt the com- 
mittee should look at the number of courts 
to be provided for the student population. 
He said the fact that there aren’t 10 courts 
at the high school and West Junior High 
does not mean the situation is satisfactory 
there. 


Mrs. Viehmann said that while all that 
was nice, “‘we have to look for places to 
cut — that seems to be luxury, and I’m a 
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taxpayer.’’ She moved for a reduction to 
four courts and found support from only 
Alan W. Doerr. Ahouse and Finn dissented 
and Casimir Kolaski was absent from the 
meeting. 

Finn, who said he felt 10 courts was too 
many, but four too few, opted for six, and 
that was approved with only Ahouse op- 
posed. 

The high school renovation and addition 
will have 81,010 square feet, including 42,- 
100 square feet for the proposed 
auditorium. 

While the ed specs for the square 
footage were approved unanimously, 
Ahouse questioned ‘‘how are you going to 
fill it with the students you have?” 

Ahouse said that last Spring he couldn’t 
convince himself that the proposal was the 
right size and now didn’t know what tosay 
other than “it seems too large.’’ 

It was pointed out that the addition will 
provide 40 additional class spaces for stu- 
dent population of 1,450. Also, increased 
diploma requirements through added 
course loads for students will mandate the 
additional teaching stations. 

Finn said that he found it hard to unders- 
tand why the committee was ‘‘hung up on 


this now. It is a quality improvement 
through more course offerings, which we 
agreed to previously.’’ 

Ahouse responded that there really was 
no sense going all over it, because there is 
no answer and the committee approved 
the administration’s request, 4-0. 


There will be 175,000 square feet of new 
playfields plus reloaming and seeding of 
the old fields in the overall plan for the 
high school, with this portion of the 
program to cost an estimated $300,000. It 
is included in the total package in view of 
the potential of 50 percent reimbursement 
from the state. 

The addition-renovation at West Junior 
High will require 22,279 square feet as ap- 
proved by the committee. 

Basically there are no changes in the 
square footage requirements approved 
Tuesday night as compared to those 
presented last Spring. 

Construction cost for buildings is 
currently being estimated at $65 per 
Square foot. Based on the square footage 
requirements and the estimated construc- 
tion costs, the project stands at $12,135,- 
045, without playfield development.

School Committeeman Joseph A. Finn announced to his colleagues Tuesday night that he would week 
re-election to another term at the annual town election, March 26. 
At the same meeting Chairman David A. Ahouse formally indicated he would not seek another term.

It is difficult to relinquish my involve- 
ment with school system business at a 
time when the town faces a number of 
critical issues in the near future. These 
issues involve pursuing a quality educa- 
tion system through containment costs. 
Chief among these are the secondary 
school construction proposals. Little issue 
can be taken with the need to rectify a sub- 
standard physical plant at East Junior 
High School; however, the decisions of 
what, where, and how much as well as the 
changes and additions contemplated for 
the West Junior High/High School com- 
plex reflect more directly the quality-cost 
judgements which must be made. 

Similar judgments will have to be made 
with staffing. Now that the basic 
classroom staffing is generally acceptable 
throughout the school system, further 
reductions in student population will per- 
mit a corresponding reduction in teaching 
Staff.

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Editorial Comment 
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Phooey On The Feathered Flock 
Grabbing Garbage 


Municipal refuse pickup deficiencies of recent weeks 
has presented Andover with problems of a curious 
nature, and one, we suspect, could be corrected through 
town meeting action. 

The refuse collection contractor has been fined by the 
administration for poor service which has been blamed 
on equipment breakdown and some labor problems. 
Such problems do occur, understandably, but for 
residents with trash at curbside, their problem con- 
cerns only removal of the ‘‘Keep Andover Clean’’ 
pouches before being broken open or blown into the 
street. 

The delay in pickup has resulted in difficulties not an- 
ticipated once Andover adopted a leash law. 

Seems birds are now foraging through Andover’s 
trash/garbage bags, at an increasingly disturbing rate. 

And, since Andover voters generally are spurred on to 
bigger and better town meetings through such weighty 
issues as dogs and mosquitoes, probably the time is ripe 
for institution of a bird conrol bylaw. 

Now before the Massachusetts Audubon swears out a 
warrant against such action, or conservationists rule 
their lands as sacred, we caution that no harm is to 
befall our feathered friends, simply effective controls 
and punishment which would thoroughly resolve a lot of 
Andover problems. 

Local legal talent should immediately undertake 
writing such a bylaw to be administered by the Andover 
Aviary Authority, with an office in town hall ap- 


propriately designated with a door nameplate, ‘‘For 
The Birds.”’ 

Under bylaw provisions, the authority would be 
responsible for picking up birds found pecking away at 
Andover trash bags. Offenders would be banished to An- 
dover’s mosquito infested areas and held to a diet con- 
sisting solely of pesky insects and water for a 
reasonable period of time. 

Second offense would result in birds being sentenced 
for longer periods of time in the more densely mosquito- 
infested areas. 

Subsequent offenses would bring more stringent 
punishment — a permanent banishment from Andover 
for all birds in violation. The offending finch to the 
callous crow will forever be prohibited from roosting in 
Andover. 

This is a serious consideration. 

Unable to wind their way over Andover environs, the 
birds must forage in other communities, which will 
greatly affect their diet. That Andover trash/garbage is 
superior in nature is a factor, but the more effective 
consideration is that in other communities the 
trash/garbage is picked up on time, thus depriving 
gourmet offerings to the feathered flocks. 

There are also, we are informed, problems with cats 
getting at the trash bags, but we will deal with the 
felines later. Subjecting busy beaks to the same 
frustrations as fickle fido at the end of a leash is a first 
priority. 


On Siting A School 


Those associated with the school project now being 
planned for presentation to voters for approval this 
year, find themselves in what might be termed in some 
areas as a happy dilemma — four sites on which to 
place a new junior high building. 

But there really should be no dilemma posed, based 
on current information regarding the sites. If a new 
structure is to be built, there seems to be no better 
place than adjoining the present East Junior High, 
which the new secondary facility is destined to replace. 

Being eyed intently is a 65-acre site adjacent to the 
South school and owned by the town. 

Aesthetically it may be fine with its stand of white 
pines setting the junior high off from the elementary 
school building nearby. Utilities are available to the site 
which provides another plus. , 

But the advantages would seem to cease at this point. 

While waiting to be convinced of the advantage of a 
new building over the initially proposed renovation of 
the old structure, let us examine the disadvantages of 
the South school site for the time being. 

Accessibility would seem to head the list. 

- The only decent road to the potential site is Abbot 
street, which is not that great. There are no sidewalks 
after a certain point, and the street is not that wide. 

Ballardvale road, a narrow windy path, also contains 
no sidewalks and would be a perilous path for school 
buses and cars proceeding toward the school. 
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It seems logical that transportation costs would be in- 


- creased sharply, since the junior high is some distance 


from any heavily populated areas. 

Playfields would have to be developed, thus adding to 
site development costs. 

All of this can be averted through development of a 
new structure adjacent to the present East Junior High. 

The playfields are already there, it is easily and safe- 
ly accessible, close to town and nearby facilities. 

The only other alternative, which has been rejected, 
would be to build anew on the junior high-high school 
campus on Shawsheen road. The Cross street site would 
represent a costly commitment to utility lines to the 
area, among other considerations. The Sanborn school 
property presents similar problems and increased traf- 
fic considerations. 

There is one other important consideration with 
regard to the total school construction proposal. 

It is becoming a bit complex and confusing, to the 
point that the total package could be lost. 

There are new building vs. renovation, potential of an 
alternate site, consideration of an auditorium- 
classroom complex at the high school, some renovation 
of west junior high and the high school and what to do 
with old east if it is abandoned as an educational plant. 

We trust that some order will soon be forthcoming out 
of all of this shortly, in order that the townspeople may 
concentrate on their actions at town meeting.

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WASHINGTON —- Some 
State Department strateg- 
ists privately believe that 
President Carter is taking 
the nation on a roller- 
coaster ride. They com- 
plain that his foreign pol- 
icy is erratic and unpre- 
dictable. And they blame 
his genial national security 
adviser, Zbigniew Brzezin- 
ski. 

Those who know Brzezin- 
ski agree that he is articu- 
late and possesses a talent 
for reducing complex for- 
eign policy issues into 
catchy phrases. He has a 
disarming, sandy-haired, 
blue-eyed appeal. But his 
critics say that he also has 
a superficial glibness. 
They describe him as com- 
bative and mercurial, with 
a tendency to shoot from 


the hip. 
One of his detractors 
brought us the tape record- 


ing of an off-the-record 
briefing he gave to top 
Jewish leaders. After lis- 
tening to it, we have to 
agree with one of the lead- 
ers who characterized 
Brzezinski as ‘‘brutal, rude 
and offensive.’’ Over and 
over again, he drove home 
the point that U.S. and 
Israeli national interests 
don’t coincide. Finally, he 
told the Jewish leaders 
that he no longer felt com- 
pelled to listen to their 
views, that he had heard 
their arguments and had 
rejected them. 

In the backrooms of the 
State Department, Brzez- 
inski is also regarded as 
incurably anti-Soviet. One 
source went so far as to 
call him a ‘‘cold warrior.”’ 
Last year, he launched a 
hardline attack against the 
Soviet Union. He accused

them on national television 
of engaging in a ‘“‘short- 
sighted attempt to exploit 
global differences.”’ 

This was too much for 
Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. He quietly in- 
formed President Carter 
that Brzezinski’s strident, 
anti-Soviet remarks were 
hampering State Depart- 
ment diplomacy. For 
awhile, Carter kept a muz- 
zle on Brzezinski. 

But the flamboyant 
Brzezinski is now back in 
the catbird’s seat. He 
pulled the strings that re- 
sulted in recognition of 


_mainland China. Typical- 


ly, the joint Chinese-Amer- 
ican communique used the 
word ‘‘hegemony.’’ In the 
communist lexicon, this is 
a trigger word that is 
deeply offensive to the 
Soviets. 

Brzezinski also helped to 
engineer the four-power 
summit conference that 
was recently held on the 
island of Guadeloupe. He 
showed up with several of 
his aides. But the secre- 
tary of state was nowhere 
around. As one source 
complained to us: ‘‘Not a 
single State Department 
representative was invited 
to attend.”’

whether they are entitled 
to any money.

What is the bottleneck? 
Forms. The bureaucrats 
spend most of the time 
waiting for other bureau- 
crats to fill out forms.

Most of the 
processing is done manual- 
ly. What is the solution? 
The Veterans Administra- 
tion says it would like to 
hire more bureaucrats and 
install an expensive com- 
puter system. 

Caffeine Scare: Some 
medical experts have 
asked the federal govern- 
ment to declare that 
caffeine can be hazardous 
to your health. The doctors 
want the Food and Drug 
Administration to force 
manufacturers to attach 
labels to their products 
telling how much caffeine 
is in their coffee. 

Last year, we reported 
that confidential studies 
had linked caffeine inges- 
tion with birth defects.

The availability of 
data processing all but eliminates the ex- 
pectation of retaining more than one ad- 
ditional person to provide for the keeping 
of more detailed and complete police 
records. The second dog officer is re- 
quested for funding by the Town this year. 
Another position requested is for an ad- 
ditional building inspector necessary to 
complete state mandated inspections and 
another clerk in the Department of Com- 
munity Development and Planning. It is 
anticipated that increases in inspection 
fees will offset the increases in operating 
costs for this division. 

‘Several essential positions are being 
filled by the CETA program. These in- 
clude a driver/custodian for the Haven, a 
clerk-typist in the Department of Com- 
munity Deyelopment and Planning, a 
CETA director-administrative assistant in

the Town Manager’s office and other 
useful positions for the School Department 
and C.L.A.S.S. The total number of CETA 
positions available to the Town is down 
from approximately 72 two years ago to 14 
in fiscal year 1980. 

“The only significant expansion in ser- 
vices is an increase in the maintenance 
budget of the parks department. This is to 
accommodate the very strong use 
demands of the various youth athletic 
associations within the community. 

“In general, the budget being presented 
provides for a maintenance of the status 
quo with the exceptions noted above. 
Fewer special articles are contemplated 
for adoption in the April 1979 Town 
Meeting. Because of the extremely tight 
budget being submitted, the net increase 
in tax rate applied to the Town is ap- 
proximately 4.5%. Because of the conser- 
vative approach which the department 
heads have taken in preparation of their 
budgets and the realignment of some ex- 
penditure categories, it has been possible 
to keep to a minimum increases in the 
Town’s operating budget. The current 
budget does not take into consideration 
amortization costs for the school building 
construction program or the water main 
improvement project in the amount of 
$1.25 million not as yet formally authoriz- 
ed by Town Meeting. 


“In closing, it is recommended the nor- 
mal budget review and approval process 
be followed in the adoption of the fiscal 
year 1980 budget. A planning effort has 
already gone into providing for reduced 
budgets should the Town be subjected to 
an imposed tax cap by the State 
legislature. As more specifics become 
known about state aid to education, in- 
creases in state aid to local governments
